As  gambling  is  a  blight  on 
Mississippi,  so  shall  the  teaching  of  gam¬ 
bling  courses  bring  ill  repute  to  the 
integrity  and  mission  of  our  state  univer¬ 
sities.  Whenever  a  new  roadway  or 
sewer  system  or  airport  renovation  is 
recommended,  government  leaders  have 
to  ask  the  question,  "How  will  it  affect 
the  casinos?’'  Soon  enough,  our  universi- 


— '  ties  will  have  to  ask  themselves  the 
same  question  before  they  make 
even  the  smallest  decision. 

Don't  believe  it?  Then  read  the 
quote  of  Ray  Neilson,  general  manag¬ 
er  of  the  'Ameristar  Casino  in 
Vicksburg,  in  the  July  24  edition  of 
The  Clanon-Ledger  newspaper:  "It  is 
to  the  gaming  industry's  advantage  to 
train  a  workforce  in  our  own  back¬ 
yards."  Without  a  doubt,  Neilson's 
message  was  not  lost  on  the  members 
of  the  State  College  Board  and  those 
who  walk  the  halls  of  administration 
at  our  public  universities. 

We  should  prepare  for  the  eventual 
complete  takeover  of  our  public  uni¬ 
versities  by  the  gambling/political 
^  complex,  much  like  the  gamblers  have 
accomplished  with  state  government 
and  many  county  and  local  govern¬ 
ments.  Legalized  gambling  has  that 
effect  anywhere  it  is  allowed  to  put 
down  roots. 

It's  all  about  the  money.  It  won't 
IF  be  long  before  we  have  ''AmeriStar 
Hall"  on  one  of  our  university  cam- 
puses,  to  go  along  with  "Roulette 
Roaa,"  the  "Beau  Rivage  School  of 
Business,"  and  the  "Grand  Casinos 
Distinguished  Chair  of  Gaming."  Large 
scholarships  for  gambling  majors  will  be 
just  a  blank  check  away,  if  we're  willing 
to  sell  the  souls  of  our  young  people. 

The  State  College  Board,  and  the 
administrations  at  virtually  all  of 
Mississippi's  public  universities  are 
falling  over  themselves  to  get  gamblers 
(and  their  bottomless  bank  accounts)  on 
to  university  campuses  —  and  a  little  bit 
of  acceptance  is  all  the  gambling/political 
complex  needs  to  move  in  for  a  takeover. 

Ir  s  here,  and  it's  happening  every  day. 
Our  public  universities  are  merely  the 
latest  examples. 


The  decline  of  church  disci¬ 
pline  is  perhaps  the  most 
visible  failure  of  the  con¬ 
temporary  church.  No  longer 
concerned  with  maintaining 
purity  of  confession  or  lifestyle, 
the  contemporary  church  sees 
itself  as  a  voluntary  association 
of  autonomous  members,  with 
minimal  moral  accountability  to 
God,  much  less  to  each  other. 

The  absence  of  church  disci¬ 
pline  is  no  longer  remarkable  — 
It  is  generally  not  even  noticed. 
Regulative  and  restorative 
church  discipline  is,  to  many 
church  memoers,  no  longer  a 
meaningful  category,  or  even  a 
memory.  The  present  genera¬ 
tion  of  both  ministers  and 
church  members  is  virtually 
without  experience  of  biblical 
church  disapline.  ' 

How  did  this  happen?  How 
could  the  church  So  quickly 
and  pervasively  abandon  one 
of  its  most  essential  functions 
and  responsibilities?  The 
answer  is  found  in  develop-, 
ments  both  internal  and  exter¬ 
nal  to  the  church. 

Put  simply,  the  abandon¬ 
ment  of  church  discipline  is 
linked  to  American  C^stian- 
ity's  creeping  accommodation 
to  Amencan  culture.  As  the 
20th  century  began,  this 
accommodation  became 
increasingly  evident  as  the 
church  acquiesced  to  a  culture 
of  moral  individualism.

What  happened  to 
church  discipline?

This  great  shift  in  church  life 
followed  the  tremendous  cultur¬ 
al  transformations  of  die  early 
20th  century  —  an  era  of  "pro¬ 
gressive"  thought  and  moreU 
eralization.  By  the  1960s,  only  a 
minority  of  lurches  even  pre¬ 
tended  to  practice  regulative 
church  disapline.  Sigruficantly, 
confessional  accountS)ility  and 
moral  discipline  were  generally 
abandoned  together. 

The  theological  category  of 
sin  has  been  replaced,  in  many 
circles,  with  the  psychological 
concept  of  therapy.  As  Philip 
Reiff  has  argued,  the  "Triumpn 
of  the  Therapeutic"  is  now  a 
fixture  of  modem  American 
culture.  Church  members  may 
make  poor  choices,  fail  to  live 
up  to  the  expectations  of  an 
oppressive  culture,  or  be  inade- 
ouately  self-actualized  —  but 
tney  no  longer  sin. 

Individuals  now  claim  an 
enormous  zone  of  personal  pri¬ 


vacy  and  moral  autonomy.  The 
congregation,  redefined  as  a 
mere  voluntary  association,  has 
no  right  to  intrude  into  this 
space.  Many  congregations 
have  forfeited  any  responsibili¬ 
ty  to  confront  even  tlie  most 
public  sins  of  their  members. 
Consumed  with  pragmatic 
methods  of  church  growth  and 
congregational  engineering, 
most  churches  leave  moral 
matters  to  the  domain  of  the 
individual  conscience. 

'The  result  of  this  is  the  loss 
of  the  biblical  pattern  for  the 
church,  and  the  unpending  col¬ 
lapse  of  authentic  Christianity 
in  this  generation.  As  Carl 
Laney  laments,  "The  church 
today  is  suffering  from  an 
infection  which  has  been 
allowed  to  fester...  As  an  infec¬ 
tion  weakens  the  body  by 
destroying  its  defense  mecha¬ 
nisms,  so  the  church  has  been 
weakened  by  this  ugly  sore. 


The  church  has  lost  its  power 
and  effectiveness  in  servmg  as 
a  vehicle  for  social,  moral,  and 
spiritual  change,  ’rius  illness  is 
due,  at  least  in  part,  to  a  neglect 
of  church  discipline." 

The  mandate  of  the  church 
is  to  maintain  true  Gospel  doc¬ 
trine  and  order.  A  church  lack¬ 
ing  these  essential  qualities  is, 
biblically  defined,  not  a  true 
,  church.  That  is  a  hard  word, 
for  it  clearly  indicts  thousands 
of  American  congregations 
who  long  ago  abandoned  this 
essential  mark,  and  have 
accommodated  themselves  to 
the  spirit  of  the  Fearing 
lawsuits  and  lackMg  courage, 
these  churches  allow  sin  to  go 
unconfronted,  and  heresy  to 
grow  unchecked. 

John  Leadley  Dagg,  the 
author  of  a  well-known  and 
influential  church  manual  of  the 
19th  centiuy,  noted,  "It  has  been 
remarked,  that  when  discipline 
leaves  a  church,  Christ  goes 
with  it."  If  so,  and  I  fear  it  must 
be  so,  Christ  has  abandoned 
many  churches  who  are  blissful¬ 
ly  unaware  of  His  departure.

NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  Disputing  recent  claims  to  the  con¬ 
trary  reported  in  the  secular  news  media,  researchers  Robert 
Rector  and  Kirk  Johnson  have  found  that,  overall,  adolescents  who 
make  viqgimTy  pledges  are  less  likely  to  engage  in  any  form  of  sex¬ 
ual  activity.  Earlier  this  year,  a  study  by  Harmah  Bruckner  of  Yale 
University  in  New  Haven  Cn.,  and  Peter  Bearman  of  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  City,  published  in  The  journal  of 
Adolescent  Health  reported  that  most  teenagers  who  make 
pledges  to  abstain  from  sex  until  marriage  do  not  keep  their  com¬ 
mitments  and  end  up  acquiring  sexually  transmitted  diseases 
(STDs)  through  risky  behaviors  at  nearly  the  same  rate  as  those 
who  make  no  pledge  at  all.  Rector  and  Johnson,  working  for  the 
Heritage  Foundation,  a  conservative  research  and  policy  think 
tank,  examined^the  same  national  survey  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  using  different  methods  of  statistical 
analysis  than  those. utilized  by  Bruckner  and  Bearman.  The  new 
results,  relecised  in  June,  show  that  young  people  who  pledge  vir¬ 
ginity  until  marriage  have  lower  rates  of  STOs  and  engage  in  fewer 
risky  sexual  behaviors,  such  as  oral  sex.  "This  finding  contradicts 
previous  research  because  the  present  article  describes  the  behav¬ 
ior  of  pledgers  cmd  non-pledgers  as  a  whole.  By  contrast,  the  pre¬

Temper  Your  Temper 

Temipers  are  strange  little 
mechanisms  buried  down  inside 
of  us.  I  do  not  know  anyone  who 
doesn't  have  at  least  some 
degree  of  temper  yet  it  seems  to 
come  in  various  sizes  and 
shapes.  Some  folks  seem  to  have 
very  little  temper  that  rarely  if 
ever  expresses  itself  in  anger  and 
emotional  disturbance.  Others 
seem  to  be  a  walking  stick  of 
dynamite  with  a  snort  fuse. 
Babies  are  bom  with  tempers, 
and  it  doesn't  take  very  long  to 
see  it  expressed. 

Temper  can  be  terrific.  I 
believe  that  is  why  God  gave  us 
our  tempers.  There  are 
moments  when  temper  brings 
about  a  reaction  or  response 
that  brings  good  results  and 
great  blessings.  You  may  have 
seen  a  sports  team  play  a  bad 
game  and  be  emoarrassed, 
even  humiliated,!  and  get  so 
angry  about  the  iituation  that 
they  determine  npt  to  let  it  hap¬ 
pen  again.  They  play  the  next 
game  with  an  intensity  that 
makes  you  wonder  who  these 
people  are.  On  a  much  higher 
plane  there  are  times  when 
temper  can  respond  to  an  injus¬ 
tice  that  has  been  done,  a  hurt 
that  is  unwarranted,  or  an  inno¬ 
cence  that  has  been  violated.  1 
suppose  at  these  times  we 
would  describe  the  response  as 
righteous  indignation,  and  the 
results  is  the  overw'helming 
response  during  a  crisis  or  a 
war  to  counter  evil. 

On  the  other  hand  temper 
can  be  terrible.  When  you 
think  about  it  a  man's  temper 
resulted  in  anger  that  brought 
about  the  first  death  ever 
recorded.  Amazingly,  a  man 
left  worship  and  was  so  angrv 
at  his  brotner,  at  God,  ancl  at 
the  world  that  rather  than 
doing  right  he  did  wrong  and 
destroyed  his  brother,  Abel.  It 
was  probably  his  temper  that 
brought  about  the  action  of  dis¬ 
obedience  that  kept  Moses 
from  going  into  the  Promise 
Land.  It  was  an  outburst  of 
anger  that  brought  Peter  to 
draw  his  sword  and  cut  off  a 
man's  ear  when  it  was  not  the 
intent  of  God  to  do  that. 

Temper  can  and  often  does 
irreversible  damage.  In  our 
world  it  does  not  take  long  tp-

or  in  someone  who  goes  into  a 
rage  traveling  down  the  street. 
It  can  be  damage  that  can 
never  be  undone.  Thank  good¬ 
ness  Jhat  God  in  His  grace  pro¬ 
vides  for  most  of  us  to  have  a 
temper,  even  to  make  wrong 
decisions,  and  have  outbursts 
that  in  time  we  can  reverse, 
rectify,  and  begin  to  rebuild 
what  we  almost  ruined. 

Not  long  ago  I  was  talking  to 
a  lady  in  one  of  our  churches, 
and  she  was  telling  me  how  she 
broke  her  leg  a  few  years  ago. 
After  going  to  the  doctor  and 
having  a  cast  put  on  her  leg,  she 
came  home  on  crutches.  She 
was  angry  and  did  not  like  the 
fact  that  she  had  broken  her  leg 
and  was  now  having  to  hobble 
around  on  crutches.  On  the  first 
day  of  trying  to  get  around  on 
crutches,  she  got  so  mad  at  the 
crutches  that  she  let  her  temper 
get  the  best  of  her.  She  kicked 
her-'  own  crutches,  fell,  and 
broke  her  other  foot.  Now,  1 
will  be  honest  with  you.  1  could 
not  contain  myself  to  keep  from 
laughing  at  her,  and  after  some 
years  of  nealing  and  restoration 
she  can  laugh  at  herself.  How 
many  of  us  have  kicked  our 
own  crutches  out  from  under 
us  because  of  our  temper  only 
to  find  out  that  instead  of  hav¬ 
ing  one  thing  broken  we  have 
two  or  three  things  broken? 
Temper  can  be  terrible! 

I  think  the  most  important 
thing  to  keep  in  mind  is  mat  our 
temper  needs  taming.  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  it  cannot  be  con¬ 
trolled  simply  because  of  our 
desire  to  do  it.  It  takes  a  work  of 
God  in  our  hearts  and  a  God 
understanding  of  life  in  order  to 
manage  the  outbreaks  of  anger 
that  we  see  as  temper.  Paul  said 
in  Ephesians  4:26,  "Be  ye  angry 
and  sin  not.  Let  not  the  sun  go 
down  upon  your  wrath."  He 
j.,  , .  ,pncourages  us  to  bring  our  tem- 
see  the  damage  whether  i^^d^r  under  control  and  to  deal 
displayed  in  a  relationship  with  it  so  that  it  will  not  be 
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destructive.  James  gives  us 
insight  into  what  we  need  to  do 
in  chapter  one,  verse  19  when  he 
says,  "Wherefore  my  beloved 
brethren,  let  every  man  be  swift 
to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to 
anger  for  the  wrath  of  man  wor- 
ketn  not  the  righteousness  of 
God."  Before  God  we  need  to 
get  a  grip.  It  helps  if  we  learn  to 
responcf  more  gently  than 
fiercely.  That  is  vmy  Proverbs 
15:,1  says,  "A  soft  answer  tur- 
neth  away  wrath."  It  helps 
when  we  learn  not  to  unleash 
our  anger  on  petty,  small,  and 
even  personal  things. 

I  am  confident  that  if  you 
know  Jesus  Christ  and  unaer- 
stand  that  God  has  placed  His 
Spirit  within  you  to  help  guide 
and  even  restrain  you  can  lean 
upon  the  Lord  and  find  that  He 
will  moment  by  moment  and 
day  by  day  work  in  and  through 
you  to  temper  your  temper  and 
to  tame  it  where  it  will  be  for 
gtKid  and  not  for  destruction. 


Why  not  take  a  moment 
even  now  and  pray,  "Lord 
Jesus,  I  need  your  help  today. 
There  are  people  that  I  live 
and  work  around  who  seem  to 
be  on  a  mission  to  push  my 
buttons  and  set  me  off.  I  need 
your  help  today  for  some  of 
them  drive  on  the  same  roads 
that  I  do.  Although  I  may  not 
know  who  they  are,  they  irri¬ 
tate  me,  and  I  ask  you  to  help 
me  manage  my  temper.  Lorcf, 
I  need  your  help  today  for 
there  are  some  people  that  call 
me  on  the  phone  or  work  in 
the  store  where  I 


cause  me  to 


I  recognizh  t^at  I  do  not  need 
to  do  that.  Lord,  if  1  get  angry 
today  may  it  be  because  some¬ 
thing  has  offended  You  rather 
than  hurt  me.  If  I  express  my 
temper  today  may  it  be 
because  I  am  willing  to  take 
up  the  cause  for  someone  else 
who  has  been  injured  and 
mistreated  rather  than  being 
offended  for  my  own  personal 
hurts.  Lord,  I  believe  you  will 
walk  with  me,  and  I  ask  you..^ 
to  lead  me  through  this  day  -^ 
and  to  help  me  temper  m\' 
temper.  Amen!"
